I thought the following was important to print as so many people Keep gettin 
arrested for petty things like saying no to a member of the filth.Well if 
you are a child molester,rapist,murderer,drug pusher or mugger I don't think 
you should read this,much rather I would have you rot in hell. 


In practice you nave few enforceable rights against the police:even 
evidence' illegally obtained by them can be used against you in court. 

Don't get drawn into conversations with the police.Even apparently innocent 
remarks can be used against you.You do not have to 3ay or write, anything,or 
sign any statement.You have the right to refuse to answer all police 
questions,and most people are oetter off remaining silent when being 
questioned by the police. If the police suspect you nave commitec any offence 
you can be arrested if you refuse tc give your name and adoress.or if the 
police aren't satisfied with the address you nave given.If previously con¬ 
victed give only the year of your date of birth as files on you are in date 
of birth order. 

If in doubt,ao and say nothing until you have contacted your solicitor, 
RElease or the duty solicitor. 

If anything you ask for is refused,ask why ano remember the reason given. 

As soon as possible,make full notes of w.nst has happened ana give them to 
your solicitor.These can be used as evicence in court.If you nave been 
In lured, po and s«e a doctor as soon 83 possible,giving a full explanation 
. of vour iniuries. 

ION THE STREET IF YOU ARE STOPPED! 


Check Police identity:ask to see their warrant card,and rememDer any details 
If they are uniformed,rememDer their numbers. 

If you are stooped in the street and searched,ask why.The police can stop 
you'in any public place if they suspect you are in possesion of 'prohibited' 
articles' such as offensive weapons,stolen goods.On the street,the police 
can only search outer clothing sucn as coats gloves etc.If the police 
suspect'that you are in possesion of illegal drugs,tne oolice can take you 
to a police station for a more tnoroug.h search without formally arresting 
you. Police should show evidence of identity before searching you, and must 
keeD a record of the search. _ 

IF YOU ARE TAKEN TO A POLICE STATION” - - 


Don't rely on any legal aavice tne police offer you. 

Ask if you have been arrested,and if ao,why.Ask to see the custody officer 
as soon as you arrive at the police station,and make sure that the starting 
time of your detention is correctly recorded.Remember that the reason for 
your arrest and detention is recorded at the top of the police custody 
record,as is the need for the police to ask whether you need a solicitor or 
a relative informed.Hake sure you know why you're being held.the nature of 
the possible charge determines your entitlement to rights in the police 
station. 

,Ask the Custody Officer to phone your solicitor,the duty solicitor,or 
Release.Insist that a friend or relative is informed of your arrest.You 
have the right to have someone informed without delay unless you are being 
detained in connection with a 'serious arrestable offence', (P.A.C.E. )Act 
section So.If you are beinr held in connection with a serious offence, 
Voolice delay ■■ to- solicitors anc relatives 1. specific cl" 
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stances.If they do refuse access,asK why,and insist that the reason is 
recorded on your custody sheet.Even in the police are confident that there! 
are grounds for refusing access to a solicitor or relatives,they have to 
allow access before 36 hours have expired. I 

Ask to be cnarged or released.Unless you are suspected of a serious offence) 
you must be released or charged within 24 hours of detention,and you have | 
the right to consult a solicitor at any time.Make sure that you request to 
see a solicitor and the time of the request is recorded by the custody 
officer.Whatever the police say you should never sign the custody sheet 
saying that you don't want to see a solicitor.Insist on seeing one.If you 
are held in connection with a serious offence,you can be held up to 36 
hours without access to'a solicitor.without being charged,if certain 
conditions are satisfied.For guidance ask the police for their codes of 
conduct on detention.You have the right to see them.After 36 hours you 
have the right to see a solicitor,and a magistrate may order your con¬ 
tinued detention in the police station for up to 9o hours,with a series of 
reviews.If,after 96 nours you have still not been charged,you have the 
richt to be released. 

<4n order to get bail (i.e. released from court) you will probably have to 
■ 'Satisfy tne oolice that you have a fixed address. REMEMBER DO NOT SAY ANY¬ 
THING TO THE PO LICE UNTIL YOU HAVE 3EE!i A SOLICITOR. 

POWERS 

The oolice do not need a warrant or permission to enter your home in order! 
to arrest someone,but in theory they should name the person sought.Searche: 
can sometimes be conducted without a warrant,but in all cases you should 
ask the police to identify themselves,and ask the reason for the search. 
_’fou ace entitled to see a copy of the search warrant.

watch out for these littie tricks...! 

They may try to get you talking to get you out of 
saying'no comment' by saying things like 'what 
Football team do you support.Always say 'no 
comment' as it's obvious they don't care,they 
just want to get you talking. 

They may ask questions and although they receive 
no reply they may write one down on a statement, 
e.g."How long nave you been an activist of the 
A.L.F.","No comment" and despite this they write 
down that you said three years on the form,This 
is done to get you annoyed and start talking.Do 
not be fooled.They may also come into see you 
and say that your friends have made full confess- 
sions and show you made up statements,don't 
believe them.This is just another trick. 

Even if caught 'red handed' do not make a state¬ 
ment as they have a habit of making things seem 
worse when they write them down. 

Another important thing is do not sign for any¬ 
thing at all.This includes personal belongings 
as the cops can copy your signature and add it 
to any statement they may like to make up or use it for anything else.If 
you were to sign under any belongings sign under the last one as they 
could add some more like "one crowbar,one ton of dynamite" etc.Once you've 
been arrested you become the property of your arressting officer,and you 
shouldn't be questioned without his permission.Telling another officer 
this- will Indicate that you are aware of your rights so they will be more 
careful with you and not think you're some thick punk who they can muck 
around with. 

One last thing is the Mr Sice Mr Nasty approach.With this you get Mr Nasty 

who'll rough you up and Mr Nice who'll coax the answers out .of you..

The band collectively used to set up snows at wie old White horse Pub 
after we had organised two great shows at the tail end of last year we 
decided to make a go of setting up gigs there on a more regular basis,s 
London at last had a stable hardcore venue.Anyway we arranged two shows 
at the pub in ouick succession,the first being Civilised Society,Bad Dre 
Sense and Pro Patri Mori which although started fairly late set off on the 
right footing with the gig shaping up like our earlier shows had,with a 
fun,friendly atmosphere present/out all this was to change when a group 
of marauding asshole punx triec to ruin the gig.They succeded admirably 
in turning a fun evening into one of absolute terror and disgust at wha 
levels punk has sunk to.These dicks,openly wielding weapons such as kni 
coshes etc. generally ran amok and caused untold problems,until the ever 
ing eventually ground to a halt.The majority of the people were wishing 
that theses idiots wouldn't snow the following Thursday for the Detonat 
(their only U.K. show at that time),Instigators and bad Dress Sense gig,
